REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

declaration under 1 .132 has demonstrated unexpected results which are commensurate 
in scope with the amendment filed 9/24/2009. The closest prior art, Moloney et al., fails 
to disclose the pyridylethylbenzamide of formula (I) in combination with a 
benzimidazole.
